Maundy Thursday @ 6 PM 

Seder is the traditional Pass- 
over Week Dinner celebrated 
by the Hebrews since the 
Exodus. 

It is the Hebrew Thanksgiving, 
giving thanks to God for 
deliverance and redemption. 

Seder is also called the Passover Dinner, commemorating 
the protection of God as the Angel of Death passed over 
every family protected by the Blood of the Paschal Lamb. 

Seder is that famous Dinner called The Last Supper, 
hosted by Jesus for His disciples. Seder, as the setting for 
Jesus' Last Supper, was the event Jesus chose to 
announce The New Covenant. And it was at this Seder 
that Jesus asked all of us to do this in remembrance of 
Him.

The Humble Christ IS the King of Glory! 

I On Palm Sunday, we observe two things that by human understanding are opposites: Jesus 
| entering Jerusalem as the victorious Christ and Jesus betrayed, tried as a criminal, tortured, 
and killed. To the people of Jesus' day, it must have been as Charles Dickens wrote at the 
beginning of A Tale of Two Cities: "It was the best of times, it was the worst of times; it was the season of 
Light; it was the season of Darkness; it was the spring of hope, it was the winter of despair..." 

It is only in the Light of Easter that we can see that Jesus' entry into Jerusalem was all part of the amaz- 
ing story of salvation. Jesus did not ride on a magnificent white stallion. He was not robed in royal purple 
and crowned with gold and jewels. He was not accompanied by armed soldiers carefully groomed, always in 
perfect step. No, He rode the humblest of beasts, a donkey. And there were no royal courtiers to lay carpets 
before him. Rather, the common people laid palm branches and even their clothes in His path. 

The humility we see in what could have been the journey of a triumphal conqueror amazes us. God, in 
human form, shuns the pomp of royalty. Jesus, who "did not consider equality with God something to be 
grasped, made himself nothing, taking the very nature of a servant He humbled himself and became obedient 
to death — even death on a crossl" 

The humble Christ is the King of Glory! And He invites us to call Him both Lord and brother! What amaz- 
ing grace! For those who believe, it is the best of times, it is the season of Light, it is the spring of hope.
